heir l^markable PowurH, Which Attracted 
the Attention -if Sclentiflc Men Seventy 
Years Ago— The Death of the Last One 
Hrings Out the Story. 
"Blind Andrew Twaddle" remained 


eated in hia pew after tli«' benediction, 
nd hia friends and neighbors passed 
own the aisles. With a calui smile 
pon hia aged face, his large eyes eight- 
ess no more now than they had been 
uring the three score years and four of 
iis life, and turned toward the rude pul- 
lit, he sat quiet and still in death. 


"The Blind Twaddles," as they were 


inown in this neighborhood, was one of 
he most remarkable families of this 
tate, and perhaps of the United States, 
and this was the last one left. Sixty or 
seventy years ago this family attracted 
.Imost universal attention from physi- 
ians and 
scientific men 
generally 


liroughout the civilized world. 
The 


larents, who have long years ago gone 
ver to the majority, had nothing out of 
he common to distinguish them from 
heir neighbors. 


lint there were born to them a large 
amily of children, nine in all, and of 
hese the first seven were born entirely 
ilind and the last two had but partial 
yesight. 
Scientific man were utterly 


at a loss to account for this phenomenon, 
'he father and mother had excellent 
\vcsight, and the eyes of their children 
vere large brown and bright, but sight- 
ess. They were without optic nerves, 


all oilier respects they were bright, 


icaltliy and intelligent children. 
The 


icientiflc journals and newspapers of 
.hat day had long accounts, and various 
.heories regarding this, but why it should 
lave been so is yet a mystery. 


The state of Ohio, by a special act of 


ta legislature, deeded to the parents for 
he support of their children a quarter of 
i section (160 acres) of the best of the ag- 
ricultural lands of eastern Ohio, and the 
farm is known to this day as the "Blind 
Twaddles section." Upon this farm the 
joung men and women—there were 
seven boys and two girls—grew up in 
,otal darkness, became useful citizens, 
Ddrried and settled in the surrounding 
community, and reared families in w hich 
no trace of blindness is .shown. 
The 


ilind people all lived the prophet's allot- 
uent of threescore and ten. They were 
a line looking family, and when it is con- 
=idered that the&c pimple, who were born 
jlind and lived out tln>ir long and useful 
ives in total darkness, became success- 
ful farmer-,, millers, distillers, etc., it 
mist be conceded that they were re- 
uarkable in more senses than that of be- 
ng blind. 
They were as able U> go to any place 


U])on their farms or to surrounding 
towns and perform all their necessary 
farm work without attendance or help, 
,s if they had perfect i-U'sight. They 
cut timber in the woods, inado rails, 
auilt fences, plowed their lauds, sowed 
.md harvested their crops, ran their grist 
mill and a distillery, worked oxen and 
lioraes, and, in fact, learned all of that 
by intuition which is supposed impossi- 
ble for peoplu w ithout sight. Many are 
the queer stories recited by old residents 
of Lee, London and Fox townships re- 
garding feats performed by this family. 
Their lands were intersected by numer- 
ous deep creeks, which were crossed by 
foot logs, and these people would go un- 
hesitatingly anywhere along these farm 
paths, crossing the precarious foot 
bridges and treading the most intricate 
ways unerringly. 


They could name any tree in the for 


ests by feeling of the bark, select the 
best ones for any designed purpose, and 


fell" them in the most convenient mail' 


ner for working. Out of such timber 
they would make rails and build fences 
when they desired, having them better 
and straighter than many farmers with 
eves. They could take to pieces, repair 
and place, again in working order any 
kind of machinery with which they 
were called upon to be familiar, and two 
of them successfully conducted a flour- 
ing mill for the farmers of the vicinity 
for years. 


But perhaps the most remarkable as 


well as the best authenticated of their 
acquirements was the power of telling 
the colors of animals by touch. They 
were all great lovers of horses, and by 
placing their hands upon the coat of ;• 
horse they would instantly tell its color 
and by feeling its head tell to which sex 
it belonged. They were excellent judge; 
of horses, and by a few blight touches 
here and there, and hearing it walk or 
trot, would pronounce an infallible opin 
ion as to its merits. 


A good many years ago one of the 


"Blind Twaddles" came to this country 
town on some business. At that time 
famous hostelry was kept here by James 
Patton, yet a resident, and Twaddles 
stopped and quartered himself and horse 
at his tavern. His presence at the hote" 
gave rise to a discussion of his wonder 
fill powers regarding horses, and it was 
agreed among some of the parties to tesi 
it. The landlord had a splendid sorre 
team, of which one, however, was a gooi 
deal better than the other. When Mr 
Twaddle, who was riding a brown mare 
called for his horse, the stableman placed 
tho trappings upon one of the sorrels am 
led it forth. As Twaddle put his ham 
upon the animal's neck preparatory tx 
mounting, he stopped and said: "You'v< 
made a mistake; this i» not my horse." 


The hostler apologized and, changing 


the bridle and saddle, brought out th< 
other of Mr. Fatton's sorrels. Twaddle 
perhap" suspecting a joke, as he listenei 
intently as the other horse was led up 
went forward, placed his hand upon the 
horse's head and said at once: "This is 
another sorrel horse, a 'single footer, 
and a much better one than you showec 
me before. But please bring out my 
brown mare, as I am in a hurry to stari 
home." 


This story, as well as ruany other?

committee on rules, was recognized, and 
proceeded, while he read the new code 
prepared by the Republican members of 
the committee, to explain what changes 
had been agreed to, and their various 
meanings. Mr. McKinley was assisted 
in explaining by Mr. Cannon. As each 
rule was road it was explained, and aft- 
erwards debated ar.d amended or adopt- 
ed. The first change of importance that 
was passed on was the new rulei allow- 
ing the Speaker to determine what are 
dilatory motions. The new rules mak- 
ing one hundred members a quorum in 
committee of tae whole and authorizing 
tho Speaker to count members present 
but not voting, in order to makeup a 
quorum, were also adopted. The last- 
mentioned rule provides that the clerk, 
under the direction of the Speaker, 
shall note the names of members pres- 
ent and not voting, and hand the list to 
the Speaker to be read. 


This is probably tho most radical 


change provi led for in the new code. 
By adopting it tho Republican members 
sustain Speaker Reed's rulings during 
the recent contest over tho Smith-Jack- 
son election case. 


The other important changes in the 


new rules, adopted by tho caucus were 
those providing for three calendars of 
business to be known as the "Union," 
the "Private" and the "House" calen- 
dars; providing that the House shall 
not make new legislation on appropria- 
tion bills; closing debate in committee 
of the whole; abolishing as privlledged 
motions to take a recess or adjourn over 
to a set date; allowing but one motion 
to adjourn to bo entertained when any 
proposition is under consideration; the 
restoration of the morning hour, and 
the taking up of House bills amended 
by tho Senate immediately upon their 
return to the House. 


Respecting the morning hour, it Is 


provided that it shall last for sixty min- 
utes, and shr.ll be devoted to the con- 
sideration of bills reported by commit- 
tees. If, at tho close of tho hour, tha 
matter is undisposed of, a motion to go 
-into committee of tho whole on a certain 
measure may bo made. To this an 
amendment in the shape of a substitu- 
tion of another bill may be made, and 
should this bo lost, the morning hour 
will continue until the subject is con- 
cluded. 


Concerning the rule providing against 


new legislation on appropriation bills, 
it was explained to tlie caucus that the 
committee of tho House having charge 
of appropriation bills will be allowed, 
undei the rules, to report legislation at 
any time to a limited extent. 


There was considerable debate on a 


proposition submitted by Mr. Atkinson, 
of Pennsylvania, to amend the proposed 
rules by making pensions matter oJ 
privilege. Tho discussion waxed 
hot 


upon this, but 
Mr. Atkinson finally 


carried his point. 


Another section ol the rules reported, 


to tho caucus and agreed to, provides 
that bills be laid on the clerk's desk for 
reference by tho Speaker. This does 
away with bill day. and il this sectlo« 
is adopted in tho House the titles of 
bills introduced will not be read to the 
House, and they will be sent to the Pub- 
lic Printer after the Speaker has writ- 
ten the name of the appropriate commit- 
tee on them. 


The various changes were not, bow- 


ever, 
adopted without considerable 


discussion, some of the subject mat- 
ter being objected to as entirely too 
radical. While there was not that 
unanimity that prevailed at the caucus 
which first considered the rules, the 
code, as a whole, was accepted without 
much dissent. 


The caucus met at 1 p. TO. and re- 


mained ih session until a few minutes 
after seven o'clock last evening. 


A Democratic Caucus on the New Kules.

THE JURY SAYS HE IS INSANE 


Lee White, the Crazy Horse Thief, 


Acquitted on One Charge. 


The somewhat complicated horse-steal- 


ng case of The People VB. Lee White, 
lias Lee Jones, a fine appearing man of 
36 years, was settled in the circuit court 
nis forenoon by the jury bringing in a 
verdict of not guilty, and although it was 
admitted that he had stolen the Dr. J. 


. Mitchell horse, the particular one in 


juestion, the jury relieved the defendant 
)f puaishment by finding that he was 
nsane at the time he took the horse. 
Che jurymen were out all night discnss- 
ng the verdict they should find, and had 
ime to learn that 0 of their number were 
Republicans and 3 Democrats; that their 
average weight was 166J£ pounds, and 
their average age 38 and one-sixth years. 
<U the start the jury stood 9 for acquittal 
and 3 for conviction. 


When the verdict was read in court, 


Judge Vail compliments! the jury on 
their finding, and Biiid thnt the verdict 
was a proper one. 


The defendant was taken back to jail, 


to await the disposition of other horse- 
itealing indictments against him. The 
history of the singular conduct of White 


IB interesting. 
He has had a weakness 


for Decatur horses and was cunning 
enough to escape detection until Marshal 
Mason got after him. On July 13 of last 
year he stole Joshua Green's horse and 
buggy in Decatur; on August 8, he took 
Thomas Jndd's Indian pony; on Sept. K, 
he got away with Andrew Dennis' horse 
and buggy, and also a road-cart from 
Robert Wilkinson. On October 17, he 
stole Dr. J. W. Mitchell's horee and 
buggy. Nearly all of the horses were 
disposed of in the vicinity of Pekin, and 
Peoria, 111. The Dennis horse was turned 
loose at Newman, and about all of the 
animals have been recovered, 


While was adjudged insane in the Ful- 


ton county court in 1881. 
He was in an 


asylum 18 months. To look at him one 
wouldn't think him crazy. He is smooth 
in all his work. At Pekin he played the 
religions dodge on the good people and 
it is learned that he contracted for the 
sale of horses in advance of the thefts,
